This tube is used to control 


intermittent bleeding from the 
esophagus. 


The bulletin did not say spe- 


cifically that the bleeding has 
been stopped entirely, but the 
fact 
that 
pressure 
applied 


^.through the tube, by means of 


inflated balloons, to the walls 
of the esophagus and of the 
stomach would appear to indi- 
cate the bleeding has stopped 
at least temporarily. 


As late as Tuesday night the 


doctors were paying tribute to 
the "strength and fiber" of the 
84-year-old patient and report- 
ing he was holding his own. 


They said his heart beat and 


"other vital signs were steady,

Johnson Leaves 
No Room for a 
Compromise

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres- 


ident Johnson apparently is giv- 
ing his legislative lieutenants 
little room to maneuver toward 
any compromise that might hi- 
sure Senate passage of the civil 
rights bill. 


The President was described 


by close associates today as be- 
ing hard-rock firm against any 
changes in the House-passed 
measure. 
They said he has 


maintained this attitude in pri- 
vite strategy 
conferences 
as 


well as in his public statements. 


Johnson, an expert on how to 


get things done in the Senate, is 
said to have told the bill's man- 
agers they should plan for even- 
tual around-the-clock sessions in 
an attempt to break a Southern 
filibuster. 


The President reportedly has 


little hope that Dixie opponents 
will ever permit passage of the 
legislation without the invoking 
of the cloture rule. This means 
that two-thirds of those voting 
would have to approve applying 
a debate limitation. 


Therein lies the dilemma of 


Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey, D- 
Minn., floor manager for the 
bill, and the Democrats and Re- 
publicans who are backing his 
efforts to bring it to a vote. 


There is no practical way — 


and Humphrey is the first to ad- 
mit it — of getting the neces- 
sary two-thirds vote unless Sen- 
ate Republican Leader Everett 
M. Dirksen of Illinois Is willing 
to go along. 


Dirksen wants some changes 


in vital sections of the bill. He 
has-said he will, propose about 
a dozen amendments to the pro- 
vision dealing with fair employ- 
ment practices but; has.no.wish 
to "emasculate" it. 


He also is expected/to offer a 


substitute to a section banning 
racial discrimination in hotels, 
motels, 
restaurants, 
theaters, 


gas stations and sports stadi- 
ums, He has not spelled out his 
proposal yet. 


Dirksen said he has substan- 


tial Republican support for ef- 
forts to change the fair employ- 
ment section. He has not tested 
the GOP temper on the public 
accommodations section. 


But the Republican leader has 


predicted flatly that before any 
bill is passed it will be amend- 
ed. He has left the impression 
that he and Republicans who 
follow him on the matter will 
not be willing to support cloture 
unless it is. 


If all senators were present 


approval of 67 would be needed 
to curb a filibuster. Sen. Joseph 
S. Clark D-Pa., said Wednesday 
proponents can rally only 58 
votes at this time.

nad suddenly inquired seriously 
"Dp you favor 
a protective 


tariff on high-button shoes?" 


American wives, by and large 


tend to feel rather complacent- 
ly that they allow their hus- 
bands a pretty 
long leash. 


European men and women, on 
the other hand, are convinced 
that all American husbands are 
abject slaves of their wives. 


The truth probably lies pretty 


well in between, although no 
one can question the rise of 
feminine authority in this coun- 
try. This is shown by the wide- 
spread decline in wife-beating, 
now a vanished art. 


In most households today a 


man would even rather try to 
whip his teen-age kids than risk 
a right to his queen bee's chin.

PHOENIX, Ariz. (AP) - John 


Vanlandingham is one of the 80 
members of the Arizona House 
of Representatives. 


Like most, he's a Democrat; 


like some, he's an attorney; like 
lone other, he's blind. 


"Being blind may limit your 


sight," 
Vanlandingham says, 


'but it certainly shouldn't both- 
er your vision." 


Vanlandingham's vision is to 


>ecome the attorney general of 
Arizona in the forthcoming elec- 
:ions. 


Thirty-seven years ago on a 


ranch in Kingman County, Kan., 
when he was 5—John Vanland- 
ngham was stricken with scar- 
let fever. The disease brought' 
jlaucoma, an ailment that slow- 
y blinded him. 


Through the lower grades and 


into high school, Vanlandingham 
attended a class for the blind in 
Kansas City. 


"Then I decided it was time 


to try a public high school. I had 
to live the rest of my life with 
the sighted," he explained. 


"My younger brother had Jhe 


job of reading to me from/the' 
textbooks," Vanlandingham re- 
calls. "He hated the task and 
would read as fast as he could, 
rushing over page after page." 


"It was the finest training 


possible for both of us. He be- 
came an excellent reader and I 
an excellent listener." 


Two years later Vanlanding- 


ham entered Washburn Univer- 
sity at Topeka, Kan., where he 
received a law degree. 


After graduation in 1944, Van- 


landingham served a term as 
Kingman county attorney and 
then was forced by illness to 
seek the warmth of Arizona. 


With the help of a reader, he 


passed the Arizona bar exami- 
nation and entered private law 
practice. 


Elected to the Arizona House 


in 1962, Vanlandingham became 
an expert in picking legal flaws 
in legislation. He would have 
each bill read once, then once 
again. By the session's end, he 
had stored in his mind the basic 
wording of some 600 bills. 


"I hope no one will be too shy 


in the coming campaign con- 
cerning my blindness," Van- 
landingham said. "I will not 
mention this fact, nor will I try 
to hide it." 


"I hope they ask me, 'How the 


hell can a blind man do the job 
of attorney general.' By golly, 
I'll tell them how." 


He is married and the father 


of four children.

Dear P. D. 0.: You may re 


member a1 very searching sur 
vey of marriage adjustments 
and experiences made by Dr 
Kinsey some time ago. He stu 
died 6,000 marital histories, and 
3,000 divorce cases. One of hi 
most striking conclusions was 
that the major difference be 
tw,een couples who get divorce 
and couples who don't is simplj 
that the latter are determined 
to make a go of their marriage 


If they have that determina 


tion,. couples stay married bj 
making themselves 
adjust k 


each other, and accept situa 
tions which would otherwise 
lead to the divorce courts. Wha 
he found, in effect, was that 
every marriage 
contains a 


least some grounds for divorce 
and that in the one-out-of-every 
five couples who do break up 
their marriage, there was noi 
much original reason for dis 
content than in the other foui 
who didn't. 


So whether a couple stays to 


gether or not depends, in the 
main, on the effort they make 
to reconcile differences. 
. Now, our psychology studies 
show that there are several ma 
jor traits that seriously jeopar 
dize a marriage. I'll list each 
and suggest what you can di 
about them. 


The first is alcoholism. Som< 


authorities cite this as a lead 
ing cause of divorce. Actually 
it is a desire to escape froii 
some problem or mental con 
flict. If either husband or wife 
is and alcoholic, and it is mor 
likely to be the husband, medi- 
cal help should be sought. If 
not, the marriage can be neith- 
er happy nor permanent. 


Incompatibility 
is another 


cause of marital friction. Hus- 
bands so often know so little 


th»M 


can do much, if she really want 
to save her marriage, by find- 
ing out why her husband feels 
inferior, and helping him over- 
come, it. 


Finances are another strong, 


potential source of marital trou- 
ble. 


Surveys show time and again 


that it is not the amount of in- 
come that causes most friction 
and trouble, .but how it is spent. 
Here, it is very important for 
a husband and wife to see eye- 
to-eye in spending the family 
income. The solution is this: a 
family budget, with mutual de- 
cisions on all expenditures for 
extras.

MONTREAL (AP)—You hear 


all sorts of threats when you 
talk with some of the terrorists 
who would like to see Quebec 
become a separate nation. 


"If Canada does not want peo- 


ple to die by the thousands, it 
will get rid of Quebec," says 
one. 


Another predicts "there will 


be violence, you can count on 
that," if Queen Elizabeth H 
visits 
Quebec 
this 
fall 
as 


planned. 


Call them Georges and Robert. 


They represent only a handful 
of French-Canadians in Quebec 
who 
view 
Canada's English- 


speaking majority as a colonial 
power and believe their French- 
speaking province must fight for 
independence. 


Most French-Canadians, work- 


ing for stronger provincial self- 
rule within Canada, denounce 
violent tactics. 


Only 13 per cent of Quebec's 


population favor independence, 
a recent survey showed. Few of 
those want violence. But in the 
vast sea of misunderstanding 
Between French 
and English 


Canadians the small group of 
terrorists 
poses 
a 
constant 


flu-eat of pushing Quebec farther 
than it wants to go. 


Neither Georges nor Robert 


will start violence by himself. 
They were suspected last year 
after a 12-week wave of bomb- 
ings in an English-speaking sub- 
urb of Montreal killed one man 
and maimed another. 


Both were members of the 


FLQ 
or 
Quebec 
Liberation 


Front, the band 
behind 
the 


bombings. 


They now are marked men. 


They claim police follow them 
and tap their telephones. They 
charge the police beat FLQ 
members arrested last year. 


The FLQ is now dead. Its ap- 


parent successor, 
the Quebec 


Liberation Army or ALQ, is 
very much alive. The army 
raided Quebec armories in Feb- 
ruary and escaped with enough 
weapons to outfit a small army. 


Georges and Robert deny they 


are army members. They say 
they do not know its size but 
believe it is organized on a cell 
basis. 


Liberation army members are 


believed to be mostly middle- 
class youths. Police are mainly 
concerned with getting to the 
leaders. 
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Georges and Robert say they 


have appealed for financial help 
in the United States and from 
student movements in Mexico 
and elsewhere—but not in Com- 
munist countries. "We are not 
Communists and we do not want 
the Communists to come in and 
take 
over 
our 
revolution," 


Georges said. 


The majority of separatists 


seeking an independent Quebec 
are nonviolent students 
influ- 


enced by Socialist thinking in

"Then there may be some who 
do not understand that they will 
be automatically qualified if 
they paid the poll tax and will' 
get a tree receipt although they 
aon't need one." 


Jones said he discussed the

1. The big showdowns with the 


Soviet Union have turned out 
favorably. 


Examples: Russia's, efforts to 
squeeze the Allies from Berlin 
failed; Russia's efforts to under- 
mine the authority of the secre- 
tary-general of the United Na- 
tions; Russia's backdown on the 
Cuban missile crisis; the sign- 
ing of the limited nuclear test- 
ban agreement. 


2. The Sino-Soviet conflict. 
Moscow's control of world 


communism has been weak- 
ened; with Russian help shut 
off, Red China has suffered eco- 
nomically and militarily. Rus- 
sia's weakened authority has let 
the European satellites assert 
more freedom. 


3. The military balance. 
Russia's drive with its nucle- 


ar and space programs 
has 


slowed down, the department 
said, this country's has been 
stepped up. Said the depart- 
ment: "We have acquired a 
substantial and superior nuclear 
deterrent capability." 


4. Communist economic set- 
backs. 


The department said in this 


field "all the countries of the 
Communist camp have suffered 
setbacks in recent years," par- 
ticularly Red China where farm- 
ing and industry have gone 
downhill, slowing the military 
buildup.

WASHINGTON (AP) - This 


country's basic foreign policies 
and attitudes toward commu- 
nism after World War II came 
in President Truman's time and 
have been pretty well fixed and 
frozen since. 


In that immensely creative 


period, when Truman decided 
nothing could stop Stalin's ag- 
gressive onrush except force 
" and 
determined 
opposition, 


three policies were begun: 


Aid 
to 
other 
countries 


(Greece, 
Turkey, 
the 
Mar- 


shall Plan); military alliances 
(NATO); and stiff-arming com- 
munism everywhere (the Berlin 
airlift and the Korean War). 


What has happened since then 


—under Presidents Eisenhower, 
Kennedy and Johnson—has sim- 


«ply been an extension of those 
" programs' in one way or another 


in Europe, Africa, Asia, Middle 
East and Latin America. 


This week Sen. J. W. Ful- 


bright, D-Ark., in a. Senate 
speech, 
sought 
to 
stimulate 


fresh thinking to meet new con- 
ditions and to abandon old at- 
titudes and policies if they are 
outdated. 


In only a few instances in his 
4 review of the world did he at- 


tempt to offer either, specific 
solutions or new approaches. 
Nevertheless, he has been at> 
tacked in Congress for what he 
said. 


Several 
Republicans 
and 


Democrats in the House Thurs- 
day went after him with this 
kind of criticism: that his posi- 
tion "amounts to a surrender on 
the installment plan to Commu- 
nists all around the world." 


It has become an American 


cliche—since Truman's time — 
that anything less than total 
rigidity toward communism ev- 
erywhere and under all circum- 
stances is appeasement. Ful- 
bright would call it a "myth." 


He said communism under 


Premier Khrushchev is not ex- 
actly the same as under Stalin 
and that changes have taken 
place 
within 
the Communist 


world which once had a solid 
front. For example: The Rus- 
sian-Red Chinese split. 


Fulbright's point was to take 


advantage of changes. But to do 
it he said, requires re-thinking 
about traditional (since Tru- 
man) American ideas on how to 
deal with communism. 


He could not have failed to 


know 
beforehand 
his speech 


would not be completely popu- 
lar for he warned President 
Johnson to stop trying to make 
popular foreign decisions and 
make unpopular ones if neces- 
sary. 
. No one knows better than Ful- 
bright, who was in the Senate 
in the days of Sen. Joseph Mc- 
Carthy and was one of the few 


men there to express contempt' 
tor the Wisconsin Republican* 
how men in publte life cafi be 
frightened into silence or con- 
formity by fear of pilblic disap- 
proval, 


Some of the American policy 


since Truman's time—sticking 
to fixed positions-j-was neces- 
sary in that intense period of 
the arms race between this 
country and Russia. Some of the 
intensity melted with the agree- 
ment on the limited nuclear 
test ban. 


Fulbright has not always been 


right. He angered a lot of peo- 
ple, and no one more than Tru- 
man, when the Republicans won 
control of Congress in the 1946 
elections and he suggested Tru- 
man quit so a Republican could 
succeed him. 


But he was far-sighted in 1943, 


when he was a freshman in the 
House and got it to pass a reso- 
lution saying the United States 
should join a world organization 
to keep the peace. It did just 
that two years later when it 
joined the United Nations. 


Some of Fulbright's proposals 


are not always completely blue- 
printed. But as chairman of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee he has been one of the 
few men in Congress probing 
for new approaches. 


As he said Thursday night in 


a television interview, he has 
for 
10 years 
been 
making 


speeches similar to the one this 
week, analyzing foreign affairs 
as he sees them.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


coin shortage will reach a crisis 
stage within the next two or 
three years. 


This is the view of govern- 


ment officials who direct the 
manufacture and distribution of 
billions of coins and it is based 
on the assumption that demand 
will continue to expand at an 
incredible rate. 


How soon, will the shortage 


have a noticeable 
effect on 


business? Will it be a serious 
inconvenience for the public? 


"We believe that some banks 


are already, stocking up on coins 
for next Christmas," a Treasury 
official said. 


Of the 55 billion coins manu- 


factured 
by 
the government 


since 1792, about 44 billion have 
been minted in the past 25 
years. On the average, a coin 
stays in circulation for 25 years. 


Production has been stepped 


up sharply in the past few years 
and it will reach 4.1 billion 
pieces in the business year 
which ends next June 30. If 
Congress approves money for 
overtime pay and some addi- 
tional equipment, the total will 
reach 4.6 billion in fiscal 1965. 


"If there were no shortage, 


we would have 2 billion coins 
on hand and 2 billion in the dis- 
tribution pipeline," a Treasury 
official said. "Now we have vir- 
tually none. 


"In other words, we're a year 


behind right now. And it takes 
three years to build a new 
mint." 


The mints at Philadelphia and 


Denver are operating at near 
capacity although the Philadel- 
phia output can be increased by 
100 million coins a year if the 
present three shifts are extend- 
ed through weekends. An addi- 
tional 500 million coins a year 
can be turned out at Denver 
with the addition of equipment. 


Government officials are not 


sure why demand has increased 
so enormously in the past three 
years. 


Some believe that vending 


machines are the culprits since 
they keep change out of circu- 
lation for days or weeks. The 
vending machine companies say 
their business has not caused 
the shortage. 


There seems to be a growing 


belief that the coins are in the 
hands of collectors. The number 
of numismatists has been esti- 
mated at 8 million to 12 million. 


India Makes 
Big Change 
in Policy 


NEW DELHI (AP) — In a 


major reversal of policy, the 
Indian government announced 
today it will free Kashmiri na- 
tionalists it imprisoned because 
of their militant fight to sepa- 
rate the disputed Himalayan 
state from India.

"Back 
in 1927, my 
father 


planted the first soybeans in 
this area. Even with the inferior 
varieties, we got 20 to 30 bush- 
els an acre. 


"Now, we're averaging only 


17 to 23 bushels from the finest 
varieties. Why?" 


This question, posed by Jake 


Hart/, Jr. of Stuttgart, is one of 
many for which farmers in at 
least four states are organizing 
to seek answers. 


The move to organize state 


soybean associations is the be- 
ginning of the farmers' assess- 
ment of their future in one of 
the oldest crops known to man. 


Some 250 farmers met recent- 


ly at West Memphis to lay plans 
for an Arkansas Soybean Asso- 
ciation. Mississippi and Minne- 
sota 
have such 
organizations 


and Louisiana is planning one. 


Hartz, past president of the 


American Soybean Association, 
and Hays Sullivan of Burdette, 
Ark., current ASA president. 
are among leaders in the move 
to form a state group. 


Its purpose would be multiple. 


And eventually, a tri-state asso- 
ciation may be formed, with 
full-time employes to promote 
the soybean industry. 


One purpose of the organiza- 


tion would be to "keep soybeans 
out of the government's hair" 
as 
a 
surplus 
crop. Another 


would be to promote advance- 
ment of chemurgy. the science 
of finding more uses for such 
crops as soybeans. 


These uses are a l r e a d y 


varied. From the bean comes 
lecithin, a basic food ingredient, 
edible oils, and flour. Soybean 
meal is partly responsible for 
better flavor in steaks. 


Soybean meal is used in mak- 


ing the germ-killer streptomy- 
cin. The meal is also used in 
making paper coatings, adhe- 
sives. insect sprays and dozens 
of other products. 


The state "associations would 


work something on the order of 
the highly successful Rice-Coun- 
cil, an organization which de- 
votes itself to all aspects of rice 
farming. 


The soybean group w o u l d 


work to educate farmers in bet- 
ter methods of producing beans, 
using higher quality varieties; 
inform them of current national 
demand for their crop, work to 
keep the market stable and pro- 
mote increased use of soybeans 
and soybean products.
